1 . USSR PRESIDENT PODGORNY DEPARTED TANZANIA MARCH 26 FOR 
LUSAKA. HE IS EXPECTED TO RETURN APRIL 1 FROM MAPUTO FOR GAME 
PARK AND HUNTING TOUR WITH FINAL DEPARTURE APRIL 3. 

2. IN ADDITON TO TRADE AGREEMENT (REFTEL), USSR AND TANZANIA 
CONCLUDED AGREEMENT WHEREBY USSR IS TO LOAN TANZANIA SLIGHTLY 
LESS THAN 20 MILLION DOLLARS TO ESTABLISH STATE FARMS. 

USSR IS TO HELP BUILD A TECHNICAL COLLEGE AND TRAIN TANZANIAN 
AGRICULTURAL TEACHERS AND EXPERTS IN USSR. USSR WILL ALSO 
ACCOMMODATE 124 TANZANIAN STUDENTS IN SOVIET UNIVERSITIES AND 
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WILL SEND 14 MEDICAL EXPERTS TO TANZANIA. 

3. FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF JOINT SOVIET-TANZANIAN STATEMENT ISSUED 
MARCH 26 AT TIME OF PODGORNY'S DEPARTURE. 

4. BEGIN TEXT: AT THE INVITATION OF PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
REPUBLIC OF TANZANIA, MWALIMU JULIUS K. NYERERE, 

PRESIDENT OF THE PRESIDIUM OF THE USSR SUPREME SOVIET, 

N.V. PODGORNY, PAID AN OFFICIAL VISIT TO THE UNITED 
REPUBLIC OF TANZANIA FROM 22ND MARCH TO 26TH MARCH, 1977. 

PRESIDENT N.V. PODGORNY AND HIS PARTY FAMILIARIZED THEMSELVES WITH 
THE LIFE OF THE TANZANIAN PEOPLE AND THEIR SUCCESSES IN THE DEVELO- 
PMENT OF THEIR COUNTRY. THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVES WERE EVERY- 
WHERE ACCORDED HEARTY WELCOME AND HOSPITALITY WHICH REFLECT 
THE FEELINGS OF FRIENDSHIP THE TANZANIA PEOPLE ENTERTAIN 
TOWARDS THE SOVEIT PEOPLE.

FRIENDSHIP AND MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING, VIEWS WERE EXCHANGED 
ON THE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF FRIENDLY RELATIONS AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA, AS WELL AS ON SOME TOPICAL 
INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS OF MUTUAL INTEREST. SIGNIFICANT IMPORTANCE 
AT THE TALKS WAS ATTACHED TO ISSUES RELATED TO THE SITUATION 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AND TO THE STRUGGLE OF AFRICAN PEOPLES FOR 
THE ELIMINATION OF THE VESTIGES OF COLONIALISM AND RACISM.

HAVING REVIEWED THE STATE OF THE SOVIET-TANZANIAN RELATIONS THE 
TWO SIDES NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE FRIENDLY RELATION 
AND ALL-ROUND COOPERATION BETWEEN THE USSR AND TANZANIA BASED 
ON THE PRINCIPLES OF EQUALITY, MUTUAL RESPECT AND NON-INTER- 
FERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFARIS OF 

EACH OTHER ARE DEVELOPING FRUITFULLY, AND ACCORDING TO THEIR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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DEEP 

CONVICTION, IT CORRESPONDS TO THE FUNDAMENTAL INTERESTS OF 
THE SOVIET AND 

TAANZANIA PEOPLES, THE CAUSE OF PEACE, DEMOCRACY AND PROGRESS AND 
OF THE STRUGGLE AGAINST IMPERIALISM, COLONIALISM AND RACISM. 

THE TWO SIDES AGREED TO HOLD REGULAR CONSULATIONS AND EXCHANGE 
VIEWS AT VARIOUS LEVELS ON QUESTION OF BILATERAL RELATIONS AND ON 
INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS. THE TWO SIDES ATTACH SIGNIFICANT IMPOR- 
TANCE TO THE DEVELOPMENT OF CONTACTS BETWEEN THE COMMUNIST PARTY 
OF THE SOVIET UNION AND CHAMA CHA MAPINDUZI OF TANZANIA AND TO 
THE DEEPENING OF RELATIONS BETWEEN TRADE UNIONS, YOUTH, WOMEN'S 
AND OTHER SOCIO-POLITICAL ORGANIZATIONS. 

HAVING EXCHANGED VIEWS ON THE STATE OF THE SOVIET-TANZANIAN

IN ACCORDANCE WITH ARTICLE 14 OF THE SOVIET-TANZANIAN AGREEMENT

THORISED THE COMPETENT ORGANIZATIONS OF THE TWO COUNTRIES TO 
HOLD BILATERAL TALKS WITH REGARD TO THE FEASIBILITY OF THE MOST 
PROMISING PROIECTS OF COOPERATION ON A MUTUALLY BENEFICIAL 
BASIS. 
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ALSO DURING THE VISIT, THE TWO SIDES SIGNED: 

TRADE AGREMENT BETWEEN USSR AND THE UNITED REPUBLIC OF TANZANIA; 

AN AGREEMENT BETWEEN AND SCIENTIFIC COOPERATION; A PROTOCOL ON 
CULTURAL AND SCIENTIF COOPERATION FOR THE YEARS 1977-1978. 

PRESIDENT N.V. PODGORNY INFORMED PRESIDENT JULIU K. NYERERE 
ABOUT NEW ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE SOVIET PEOPLE IN IMPLEMENTING 
THE TASK SET FORTH BY THE 25TH CONGRESS OF THE CPSU IN COMMUNIST 
CONSTRUCTION AND ABOUT THE PRACTICAL MEASURES OF THE CPSU CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE AND THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT TO CARRY OUT THE PROGRAMME 
OF FURTHER STRUGGLE FOR PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION,

PODGORNY WITH THE MEASURES TAKEN BY THE GOVERNMENT AND CHAMA CHA 
MAPINDUZI OF TANZANIA FOR THE PURPOSE OF POLITICAL, SOCIO- 
ECONOMIC AND CULTURAL CONSTRUCTION IN THE COUNTRY ON THE BASIS OF 
THE PROVISIONS OF THE ARUSHA DECLARATION WHICH SET THE GOAL 
OF BUILDING A SOCIALIST SOCIETY IN TANZANIA. PRESIDENT JULIUS 
K. NYERERE STRESSED THE GREAT IMPORTANCE FOR CONSOLIDATING THE UNITY

TRANSFORMATIONS PROJECTED BY CHAMA CHA MAPINDUZI AND THE GOVERNMENT 
OF TANZANIA. 

A DETAILED EXCHANGE OF VIEWS TOOK PLACE ON THE SITUATION IN 
AFRICA AND AROUND IT. 

THE TWO SIDES WELCOMED THE HISTORIC ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF THE 
PEOPLES OF AFRICA IN THE STRUGGLE FOR THEIR FREEDOM AND INDEPEN- 
DENCE, AND THE GROWING ROLE, WHICH THE SOVEREIGN AFRICAN STATES 
PLAY ON THE INTERNATIONAL ARENA. 

AT THE SAME TIME THEY POINTED TO THE STILL REMAINING VESTIGES 
OFCOLONIALISM AND RACISM ON THE AFRICAN CONTINENT, WHICH POSE A 
SERIOUS THREAT TO PEACE AND SECURITY OF PEOPLES. 
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UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN CONFORMITY WITH THE PRINCIPLES OF THE UN CHARTER AND THE 
DECLARATION ON THE GRANTING OF INDEPENDENCE TO COLONIAL COUNTRIES 
AND PEOPLE, THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA CONSIDER THAT THE COMPLETE 
ELIMINATION OF THE VESTIGES OF THE SYTEM OF COLONIAL OPPRESSION, 

OF INFRINGEMENT OF THE EQUALITY AND INDEPENDENCE OF PEOPLES, 

AND THE COMPLETE ELIMINATION OF HOTBEDS OF COLONIALISM AND RACISM 
IS A MAJOR INTERNATIONAL TASK. THE TWO SIDES REAFFIRMED THE RIGHTS 
OF THE OPPRESSED PEOPLES TO WAGE THE STRUGGLE FOR THEIR NATIONAL 
LIBERATION BY ALL MEANS AT 

THEIR DISPOSAL, INCLUDING ARMED STRUGGLE. THEY DECLARE THEIR 
SOLIDARITY WITH THESTRUGGLE OF THE OPPRESSED PEOPLES OF SOUTHERN 
AFRICA AND URGE ALL PROGRESSIVE FORCES OF THE TO INTENSIFY THEIR 
SUPPORT FOR THIS STRUGGLE. 

THE TWO SIDES CONSIDER THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE PATRIOTIC 
FRONT OF ZIMBABWE IS AN IMPORTANT STEP IN THE LIBERATION STRUGGLE 
AND THE UNIFICATION OF THE NATIONAL AND PATRIOTIC FORCES OF THE 
COUNTRY AND SUPPORT ITS DEMAND TO TRANSFER ALL POWER TO THE 
LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLE OF ZIMBABWE IN THE SHORTEST 
TIME. THE SOVIET AND TANZANIAN SIDES RESOLUTELY CONDEMN THE 
REPRESSIONS BY THE SOUTHERN RHODESIAN RACISTS AGAINST THE INDI- 
GEOUS POPULATIONS OF THE COUNTRY AND THE 
ATTEMPTS TO 

ESTABLISH A PUPPERT REGIME IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA. 

BOTH SIDES SUPPORT THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA 
TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE ON THE BASIS OF THE PRINCIPLE 
OF TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF THEIR COUNTRY, AND INSIST THAT THE 
DECISIONS OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND SECURITY COUNCIL ON 
NAMIBIA BE SCRUPULOUSLY IMPLEMENTED. THEY RESOLUTELY CONDEMN THE 
MANOEUVRES OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN RACISTS STRIVING TO IMPOSE 
A PUPPET REGIME ON THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA AND THUS TO PROLONG 
THE EXPLOITATION OF THAT COUNTRY ON A NEO-COLONIALIST BASIS. 

THE TWO SIDES ARE OF THE VIEW THAT THE JUST SOLUTION OF THE 
NAMIBIA PROBLEM IS POSSIBLE ONLY WITH THE DIRECT PARTICIPATION 
OF THE SOUTH WEST AFRICA PEOPLES ORGANIZATION (SWAPO) RECOGNIZED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BY THE OAU AND THE UNITED NATIONS AS THE SOLE AND LEGITIMATE RE- 
PRESENTATIVE OF THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA. 

THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA RESOLUTELY CONDEMN THE RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION AND APARTHEID, REPRESESSIONS AND TERROR 
CARRIED OUT BY THE GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF SOUTH AFRICA 
AGAINST THE INDIGENOUS POPULATION OF SOUTH AFRICA, AND DEMAND 
THAT THEY BE STOPPED. BOTH SIDES REAFFIRMED THEIR SUPPORT FOR 
THE RESOLUTION OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON 
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THE ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION. THEY ARE 
AGAINST THE POLICY OF BANTUSTANIZATION AND CONSIDER IT AN 
ATTEMPT TO PERPETUATE APARTHEID WHICH IS CONDEMNED BY THE INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNITY AS A CRIME AGAINST HUMANITY.

THE TWO SIDES HOLD THE VIEW THAT THE ACCELERATION OF THE PROCESS 
OF DECOLONIZATION AND ELIMINATION OF THE LAST HOTBED OF 
COLONIALISM AND RACISM IN SOUTHERN AFRICA WOULD BE IN LARGE MEASURE 
FACILITATED BY STRICT OBSERVANCE BY ALL UN MEMBERS OF THE 
DECISIONS OF 

THAT ORGANIZATION TO ISOLATE AND BOYCOTT THE RACIST REGIMES. THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CALL FOR A TOTAL ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA AND A CESSATION OF 
ANY ASSISTANCE TO THAT COUNTRY IN THE NUCLEAR FIELD. 

THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA RESOLUTELY CONDEMN ARMED 
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PROVOCATIONS BY THE RACIST REGIMES OF VORSTER AND SMITH AGAINST THE 
NEIGBOURING SOVEREIGN STATES AND REGARD THEM AS A THREAT TO 
PEACE AND SECURITY OF PEOPLES. 

THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA STRESSED THAT THE STRUGGLE AGAINST 
IMPERALIST AND NEO-COLONIALIST INCURSIONS IN THE SOUTH OF THE 
CONTINENT AND IN AFRICA AS A WHOLE URGENTLY REQUIRES THE CONSO- 
LIDATION OF THE UNITY OF ACTIONS OF FREEDOM-LOVING COUNTRIES OF 
AFRICA AND THE ACTIVIZATION OF THEIR EFFORTS IN THE ORGANIZATION OF 
AFRICAN UNITY TO INTENSIY THE ANTI-IMPERIALIST AND ANTI-COLONIAL 
ORIENTATION OF THAT ORGANIZATION, AND TO ENHANCE FURTHER ITS ROLE 
IN THE STRENGTHENING OF GOOD-NEIGHBOURLY RELATIONS AMONG THE STATES 
OF AFRICA AND IN THE STRUGGLE FOR PEACE AND NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE. 

THE TANZANIAN SIDE EXPRESSED ITS APPRECIATION OF THE IMPETUS TO 
LIBERATION GEVEN BY THE GREAT OCTOBER SOCIALIST REVOLUTION. 

NOTING THE FIRMS STAND OF THE SOVIET UNIONS GAINST IMPERIALISM, 
COLONIALISM NE-COLONIALISM AND RACISM, IT PRAISED THE CONTRIBUTION 
MADE BY THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE TO THE STRUGGLES OF 
THE PEOPLES LIVING UNDER THESE 
FORMS OF BONDAGE AND OPPRESSION. 

THE EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ONINTERNATIONAL ISSUES REAFFIRMED THEIR 
COMMON STANCE ON THE MAIORITY OF THE IMPORTANT PROBLEMS OF THE 
PRESENT INTERNATIONAL SITUATION. IN THEIR REVIEW OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL 

SITUATION, THE TWO SIDES EXCHANGED VIEWS ON THEIR COMMON 
INTERESTS IN THE PROMOTION OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY 
IN THIS CONNECTION, THEY DISCUSSED THEDEVELOPMENT LEADING TO AND 
SINCE THE HELSINKI CONFERENCE AND THE GENERAL DEEPENING OF THE 
PROCESS OF DETENT. THE TWO SIDES NOTED THAT SATISFACTION THAT THE 
TRENDS TOWARDS THE LESSENING OF INTERNATIONAL TENSION, THE CO- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NSOLIDATION OF PEACE AND DEVELOPMENT OF EQUAL 
COOPERATION ARE GAINING EVER GREATER SUPPORT. THE TWO SIDES 
REAFFIRMED THAT THEY ARE IN FAVOUR OF THE FURTHER IN FAVOUR OF THE 
FURTHER IMPROVEMENT 

OF THE INTERNATIONAL CLIMATE, AND OF THE AFFIRMATION OF THE PRI- 
CINPLES OF PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE OF STATES WITH DIFFERENT SOCIAL 
SYSTEMS. 

THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA ARE IN FAVOUR OF EFFECTIVE MEA- 
SURES FOR STOPPING THE FOR ARMS RACE AND FOR DISARMAMENT AND OF 
SAVING MAKING FROM THE THREAT OF NUCLEAR WAR. THEY SUPPORT THE 
CONVENING OF A SPECIAL SESSION OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY ON 
DISARMAMENT. THEY FAVOUR THE HOLDING OF THE WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. 

HAVING EXCHANGED VIEWS ON THE SITUATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST THE 
SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA DECLARED THEIR FIRM DETERMINATION TO 
PROMOTE FURTHER AND IN EVERY POSSIBLE WAY A IUST AND LASTING 
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SETTLEMENT IN THE MIDDLE EAST BASED UPON THE WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAELI 
TROOPS FROM ALL THE ARAB TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN 1976; THE SATIS- 
FACTION OF THE LEGITIMATE NATIONAL ASPIRATIONS OF THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE, INCLUDING THEIR INALIENABLE RIGHT 

TO ESTABLISH THEIR OWN INDEPENDENT STATE; ENSURING THE RIGHT OF 
THE MIDDLE EAST STATES INVOLVED IN THE CONFLICT TO INDEPENDENT 
EXISTENCE AND SECURITY; AND THE TERMINATION OF THE STATE OF 
WAR BETWEEN THE CORRESPONDING ARAB COUNTRIES AND ISRAEL. THE 
TWO SIDES EXPRESSED THEMSELVES IN FAVOUR OF THE SPEEDY RESUMPTION 
OF THE GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE WITH THE 

PARTICIPATION OF AL THE PARTIES CONCERNED, INCLUDING THE PALESTINE 
LIBERATION ORGANIZATION. 

HAVING REVIEWED THE PROBLEMS OF THE ASIA CONTINENT, THE TWO 
SIDES HAILED THE HISTORIC VICTORY OF THE PEOPLE OF VIETNAM AND 
OTHER PEOPLES OF INDO-CHINA OVER THE FORCES OF AGRESSION. 

THEY DECLARED THEIR DEETERMINATIONTO WORK FOR THE ADMISSION 
OF THE SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF VIETNAM TO THE UNITED NATIONS AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NOTED THE URGENT NEED FOR THE SPEEDY WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN 
TROOPS FROM SOUTH KOREA AND FOR THE PEACEFUL RE-UNIFICATION 
OF KOREA ON A DEMOCRATIC BASIS. 

DURING THE DISCUSSION OF THE ISSUES OF THE LAW OF THE SEA THE 
TWO SIDES DECLARED THEIR INTENTIONS TO CONTINUE EFFORTS AIMED AT 
THE PREPARTION OF A DRAFT CONVENTION ON THE LAW OF THE SEA WHICH 
WOULD MEET ON THE WHOLE THE INTERESTS OF ALL STATES. 

THE SOVIET UNION AND TANZANIA BELIEVE THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
JUST AND EQUAL INTERNATION ECONOMIC RELATIONS IS AN IMPORTANT 
STEP ON THE WAY TO REMOVING THE UNEQUAL ECONOMIC AND TRADE RELATIONS 
IMPOSED BY IMPERIALISM, COLONIALISM AND NEO-COLONIALISM. THEY DECLARE 
THAT EVERY PEOPLE HAVE THE RIGHT TO BE A FULL MASTER OF ITS NATIONAL 
RESOURCES. THEY SUPPORT THE DECISIONS OF THE SIXTH AND SEVENTH 
SPECIAL SESSIONS OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY AIMED AT WORKING 
OUT CONSTRUCTIVE MEASURES IN THE FIELD OF RESTRUCTURING INTER 
TIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS AND CONSIDER THAT THE SOLUTION OF THESE 
PROBLEMS WILL CONTRIBUTE TO STRONGER NATIONAL INDEPENDENCE OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, THE CAUSE OF PEACE AND PROGRESS ALL OVER 
THE WORLD. 

THE SOVIET AND TANZANIA SIDES EXPRESSED THEIR SATISFACTION WITH 
THE RESULTS OF THE VISIT TO TANZANIA BY PRESIDENT OF THE PRESI- 
DIUM OF THE USSR SUPREME SOVIET N.V. PODGORNY. THE TALKS AND 
UNDERSTANDINGS REACHED DURING THE VISIT BECAME ANOTHER IMPORTANT 
CONTRIBUTION TO THE CAUSE OF THE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT OF FRIEND- 
SHIP, MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING AND FRUITFUL COOPERATION IN 
VARIOUS FIELDS BEYWEEN THE SOVIET UION AND THE UNITED 
REPUBLIC OF TANZANIA, TO THE CAUSE OF COMMON STRUGGLE AGAINST 
IMPERIALISM, COLONIALISM, NEO-COLONIALISM AND RACISM, FOR PEACE 
AND SOCIAL PROGRESS. 
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THE TWO SIDES POINTED TO THE IMPORTANT SIGNIFICANCE OF CONTINUING 
CONTACTS AT THE HIGHEST LEVEL BETWEEN THE LEADERS OF THE SOVIET 
UNION AND TANZANIA.
